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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


In the Public and Parochial School of West Rutland in Sep- 
tember 1954, 479 pupils were registered. Each child was checked 
by the School Nurse during the year, health records kept of each 
child and parents notified of any defects found. One child at- 
tended a Speech Clinic at the Crippled Childrens Division at 
Park Street In Rutland, Glasses were procured for three children 
through the Association of the Blind in Burlington. Several other 
children needing glasses have procured them. One child was oper- 
ated upon during the summer and is in a body cast. Being unable 
to attend school she is being tutored each day. Several children 
are attending clinics in Rutland. 

On October 20 and 27, also November 3 and 10, School Con- 
ferences were held. 

Dr, Smolinski was the examining physician assisted by Mrs. 
Orphia Sullivan, Public Health Nurse and Mrs. Esther Nelson, 
School Nurse. There were 61 physicals done. Forty -four received 
booster doses of Diphtheria, Tetanus, and Pertussin. Seven 
received first immunizations of Diphtheria, Tetanus and Per- 
tussin, 3 vaccinations for Small-pox and 3 re-vaccinations. Four 
received Tetanus doses. Parents of those children assisted at the 
clinics. 

Vitamins were again offered by the Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion for the children at the Main Street School. Children at St. 
Stanislaus School paid fifty cents for their vitamins. 

Eight Well-Baby and Pre-School Clinics were held in the 
Spring attended by children. Dr. Bove of Rutland and Dr. 
Smolinski were the examining physicians. Diphtheria, Tetanus, 
Pertussin and Small-Pox injections were offered under the super- 
vision of Miss Barbara Cantwell, Public Health Nurse. 

Miss Milla Newland, Nutrition Consultant of the Vermont 
Department of Health in Burlington, talked with the mothers, 
relating to proper diets for their children. 

Seventy-five home calls were made and numerous homes 
contacted by telephone. During the school year the School Nurse 
attended Health Meetings in Burlington, Newfane and Rutland, 
Vermont.

The maintenance of good health as well as good dental health 
must start with the preschool child and be maintained through 
life.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 

SCHOOLS 

The School Board is pleased to report to the citizens of West 
Rutland that the schools of their town are in very good condition* 

The major part of the program undertaken by the Board to 
bring the school building up to its present splendid condition has 
been practically completed- The repairs to the roof have been 
completed. The redecorating of the entire building has been finish 
ed. The remodeling now being undertaken is in connection with 
the unfinished rooms in the basement of the building. These are 
being refinished and put in condition to be used as much needed 
supply rooms. 

The Board now has in mind to replace the present heating 
system. It was found after a thorough trial that a stoker system 
would not meet our requirements. It is now contemplated by the 
Board that an up-to-date oil heating system be installed in the 
building. It is the intention of the Board to carry out the neces- 
sary work for this installation during the coming spring or sum- 
mer. It is felt that the adoption of such a heating system would 
insure a uniform heat throughout the winter months and at a 
much better economy than the present equipment. 

Miss Jean Segale, the instructor in the Commercial Depart- 
ment, resigned her position to accept a position in New York 
City. Miss Anne Walke, of South Hamilton, Massachusetts, has 
been engaged to take this position. Miss Walke is a graduate of 
the State Teachers' College at Salem, Massachusetts. 

One addition has been made to the faculty of the high school 
this year. Mr. Walter Hasbrook, formerly of San Jose, California, 
and of Rutland, Vermont, has been engaged to take complete 
charge of the Science Department. This Department has been 
fully equipped with scientific apparatus that will be needed by 
the students, and it is felt by the board that this department is 
now as well equipped as any comparable department in any high 
school of this size. All the work in this department will be entirely 
under the direction of this new instructor. Mr. Has brook is a 
graduate of San Jose State Teachers' College, San Jose, Cali- 
fornia. He attended the University of Vermont before going to 
California, and his major work has been in the scientific field. The 
engagement of this instructor in science releases the principal of 
the high school from this classroom work, and will enable him to 
devote more time to the supervision of instruction and the ad- 
ministration of the schools. 
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The room that was formerly occupied by one of the grades 
on the second floor has been refurnished and made over into a 
nurse’s room. This larger room is well suited to this purpose. 
The nurse’s office has been moved up to the second floor and the 
ample space now provided enables the nurse to hold health clinics 
in this room. This makes a very satisfactory and convenient ar- 
rangement. 

Under the direction of the State Department of Health, the 
medical examination of the students of the first and third grades 
was made again this year. The examinations were conducted by 
Dr. Frank J. Smolinski, assisted by the State Nurse, Mrs. Orphia 
Sullivan, P. H. N., and Mrs. Esther Nelson, the school nurse. 
About 61 students were examined. In each case where it was the 
wish of the parents, vacillations and immunizations were given 
to the children. Where it was deemed advisable, consultations 
were held with the parents concerning the welfare of their child- 
ren. 


In the spring of the year a number of well baby and pre- 
school clinics were held. The number of children that attended 
these clinics was 153. In all, eight clinics were held. The physical 
examinations of the children were made by Dr. Frank J. Smolin- 
ski and by Doctor Bove. Diptheria, Tetanus, Pertussin and 
Small Pox injections were offered under the direction and super- 
vision of Miss Barbara Cantwell, P. H. N. This year the Parent 
Teachers' Association again sponsored the program for the ad- 
ministering of vitamin pills to the school children that wished 
them. 

The hot lunch program is again being sponsored by the Par- 
ent Teacher's Association. As in other years, these lunches begin 
the 1st of December and continue throughout the winter months, 
ending on the 1st of April. The Class A lunch is served to the 
children. The cost of the lunch is 15c to the students and 25c to 
the adults. The number of students taking advantage of this pro- 
gram averages between 175 and 195. Much of the success of our 
hot lunch program can be attributed to the mothers of the school 
children. These mothers volunteer to assist in the serving of these 
lunches and their assistance is greatly appreciated. Such assist- 
ance is of inestimable \ alue in the carrying out and maintenance 
of this program. 

The school band has now increased to about 60 regular mem- 
bers, with an additional number of band associates. There are 
about 10 band associates. The band this year is again under the 
direction of Mr. Ianni of Rutland. 
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During the month of May the band was sent to the Ianni 
Music Festival, which is held in Manchester under the sponsor* 
ship of the Manchester Rotary Club. The band was then sent to 
Burlington to the State Music Festival, which is sponsored by the 
Lions' Club of that city. The glee club, directed by Miss Marg- 
aret Bliss, accompanied the band to Burlington to take part in 
this music festival. Later in May the combined bands of West 
Rutland High School and Brandon High School gave a concert in 
our high school gymnasium. On Memorial Day the band took 
part in the program of the American Legion. In June the band 
assisted in the program of the Veterans of Foreign Wars presented 
in Rutland. The band rehearsed during the summer months arid 
gave an outdoor concert in connection with the field day present- 
ed by the recreation program. In the fail of this year, for the first 
time, the band played at all the home football games, lending a 
great deal of color to these high school contests. Three members 
of the band were sent to take part in the All State Band Concert. 
This year it is planned to send 13 members of the band to take 
part in this concert. It is also contemplated to send the band to 
both the Burlington and Manchester music festivals. 

A Driver Training course was included in the high school 
curriculum beginning in September of this school year. Mr. 
Joseph Zawistowski, the mathematics instructor, and assistant 
coach of athletics, was relieved of his duties as assistant coach and 
appointed as the driver training instructor. He attended the 
driver training course held at the University of Vermont during 
the summer of this year and is now- well qualified, both profession- 
ally, and by long experience as a driver, to take charge of this 
course. The driver training car, equipped with dual controls is 
furnished to the school by the Stowell Corporation of Rutland, 
Vermont. The car that has been loaned to us is a Chevrolet car. 
The course will continue throughout the entire school year. It 
consists of 5 periods per w eek of classroom instruction, w ith ten 
hours per v eek of behind the wheel instruction. The time devoted 
to the behind the wheel instruction is after school, from 3:15 to 
5:15. 


In order that our students may receive more practical in* 
stmction in the office training courses offered by our commercial 
department, the following machines are being installed on a rental 
basis for the use of these students during the second semester of 
the present school year: An electric typewriter, a new^ type adding 
machine and a dictaphone. This will enable our students to be- 
come accustomed to the use of these machines and will better pre- 
pare them for wmrk in today's offices. To assist in the teaching of 


speech and speech correction in the English department, a tape 
recording machine is being purchased for use in this department. 
This new equipment will greatly assist the instructors. 

The school bus schedule is following the same arrangement 
as last year. The school bus makes two trips in the morning, one 
to Whipple Hollow and return, the other following the Pleasant 
Street, Clarendon Avenue, and Route 4 route. These trips bring 
the children to the schools. In the afternoon, the bus makes two 
trips covering the same routes, returning the school children to 
their homes. 

There is attached to this report, a statistical chart which
